B. APPOINTMENT OF A GOVERNOR OF THE FREE 
TERRITORY OF TRIESTE 


Decisions 

At its 155th meeting (private meeting), on 10 July 
1947, the Council, continuing its consideration of the 
question of the appointment of a governor of the Free 
Territory of Trieste, decided to set up a committee 
composed of the representatives of Australia, Colombia 
and Poland to collect additional information about the 
candidates already suggested, as well as other possible 
candidates, and to report to the Security Council. 


At its 223rd meeting (private meeting), on 18 
December 1947, the Council decided to request the 
Governments of Yugoslavia and Italy to consult with 
each other in an effort to agree on a candidate for 
Governor of the Free Territory of Trieste and report 
to the Council not later than 5 January 1948.

At its 95th meeting, on 20 January 1947, having 
included in its agenda a letter dated 10 January 1947 
from the representative of the United Kingdom ad¬ 
dressed to the Secretary-General concerning incidents 
in the Corfu Channel, 2 the Council decided to invite 
the Albanian Government to participate, without v"*e, 
in the discussion relating to the dispute, on condition 
that Albania accepted, for the purposes of the case, 
all the obligations which a Member of the United 
Nations would have to assume in a similar case.

Resolves to appoint a sub-committee of three mem¬ 
bers to examine all the available evidence concerning 
the above-mentioned incidents and to make a report to 
the Security Council, not later than 10 March 1947, 
on the facts of the case as disclosed by such evidence. 


The sub-committee is empowered to request further 
information as it deems necessary from the parties to 
the dispute, and the representatives of the United 
Kingdom and Albania are requested to give every 
assistance to the sub-committee in its work.
